SEVERITY OR KINDNESS? 
Ap p arently there are still p eo p le in this co u ntry who are 
afraid that we are treating o u r criminals to o g ently . 
Ju dg e Edwin O. Lewis o f Philadelp hia, deliv ering his 
charg e to the Janu ary g rand ju ry , warned the ju ro rs no t to 
be to o sentimental when they p aid their reg u lar v isits to the 
co u nty ’s p enal institu tio ns. A p riso n, he said, mu st be strict 
and hard m o rder to cu re ro bbers and mu rderers o f their 
criminal leaning s. 
“A p riso n sentence o f ev en 3 0 day s is intended to teach a 
man a lesso n so that he will no t co mmit crime ag ain,” said 
the ju dg e. 
“We do no t send men to p riso n to hav e a hap p y ho liday . 
So many o f tho se who hav e been recently released ha^e been 
co mmitting crimes o f v io lence that we are mo re than ev er 
disp o sed no t to relax in o u r du ty o r to sho w sentimental to l­ 
erance and sy mp athy fo r criminals.” 
This is all v ery well, and certainly no o ne will deny that 
we want to p ro tect o u rselv es ag ainst ro bbers and mu rders 
in any way we can. The o nly tro u ble is that o u r p resent 
reg ime, which is at least fairly harsh, isn’t do ing it v ery well. 
Sheldo n and Eleano r Glu eck o f Harv ard recently stu died 
the careers o f 5 00 criminals in Massachu setts p enal institu ­ 
tio ns. They made so me interesting disco v eries; amo ng them, 
the disco v ery that 80 p er cent o f 5 10 men discharg ed fro m 
the Massachu setts refo rmato ry went rig ht o n co mmitting 
crimes after their release. 
And Dr. Richard C. Cabo t o f 
Harv ard co mments o n that fact as fo llo ws: 
“Why sho u ld this reg ime refo rm any bo dy ? 
In my ex p eri­ 
ence there are few to u g her and mo re u ny ielding stru ctu res 
in the wo rld than a bad habit. It do es no t chang e as the re­ 
su lt o f a few mo nths o f fo rced, u np aid and u np alatable la­ 
bo r.” 
The o ne essential co nditio n to refo rmatio n o f a criminal, 
he say s, is: 
“That so meo ne sho u ld co me to kno w and to u nderstand 
the man in so intimate and friendly a way that he co mes to 
a better u nderstanding o f himself and to a tru er co mp rehen­ 
sio n o f the wo rld he liv es in.” 
Fo r the criminal, say s Dr. Cabo t, mu st hav e a new interest 
in an ho nest jo b, and a new affectio n fo r so me o ne fo r who se 
sake it seems wo rth while to behav e mo re decently . 
All o f this is a lo ng way fro m the sev erity adv o cated by 
Ju dg e Lewis. Bu t there is at least an ev en chance that these 
Harv ard inv estig ato rs kno w q u ite as mu ch abo u t the p ro b­ 
lem as the Philadelp hia ju rist. Certainly o u r p resent sy stem 
isn’t g etting u s any resu lts. Mig ht it no t be wo rth o u r while 
to g iv e the o ther a trial? 
Of co u rse, it wo u ld be co mp licated and ex p ensiv e. We 
wo u ld hav e to sp end mu ch rq o re tho u g ht and mo ney o n o u r 
p riso ns than we do no w. It is no t as easy to p u t u nderstand­ 
ing and affectio n into a thu g ’s so u l as it is to lo ck him u p 
and feed him bread and water. Bu t it mig ht be wo rth try ing , 
ev en so .

LAUNCHING OF MONITOR 
On J an. 30, 1862, the Mo nito r, the 
first successful iro nclad v essel in the 
histo ry o f the United States Nav y , 
was launched at Greenspo int, L. I. 
The bo at was so o ddly co nstructed 
(it resembled 
a pillbo x o n a flo at) 
that it was ridiculed as impractical, 
as was its designer, J o hn Ericsso n. 
Public 
feeling, ho wev er, abruptly 
chasged o n March 9. On this date 
Ericsso n’s squat craft met the Mer- 
rimac, o ne o f the mo st po werful v es­ 
sels in 
the Co nfederate fleet, and 


fo rced it to retreat in a disabled co n­ 
ditio n. The rejo icing in the 
no rth 
was great as the Merrimac was re­ 
garded there as a co nstant menace to 
no rthern po rts. 
Two mo nths after this v icto ry , the 
Mo nito r, with o ther Federal v essels, 
made 
an unsuccessful 
attempt to 
capture Richmo nd. The famo us ship 
ended its career o n Dec. 31, 1862, 
when it flo undered in a sto rm 
o ff 
Hatteras and sank with fo ur o fficers 
and 17 men. 
This date 
in 
histo ry also co m­ 
memo rates the attempt o f Richard 
Lawrence, 
maniac, 
to 
assasinate 
President J ackso n in 1835; the sign­ 
ing in 1897 o f the treaty with Eng­ 
land settling the Alaskan bo undary 
dispute, and the 
airplane flight in 
1911 o f J. A. D. McCurdy fro m Key 
West to Hav ana.
